Consumers Are 
Still Spending 


Heads of the Federal Reserve Banks are 
convinced consumer attitudes will largely deter* 
mine the course of the economy. 
In response to an inquiry from Senator Byrd 
they expressed the opinion consumer spending 
would be “the largest single element in the 
national economy.” They added: 
Developments 
in this area, probably more than any other, will 
determine whether government intervention in 
the form of tax reduction or a large increase in 
public works is needed to counteract the reces­ 
sionary tendencies.” 
In view of the emphasis placed on consumer 
intentions, it s interesting to refer to the record. 
On the basis of current and estimated future 
consumer spending there should be no recession. 
Such as it is, the recession occurs mostly in 
hard goods and in reduced business spending for 
plant expansion. 
Outlays for expansion could 
hardly have continued at the mad pace of recent 
years. 
Economists testifying at hearings of the 
Joint Congressional Economic Committee fig­ 
ured total consumer expenditures in 1958 would 
be $281 billion in comparison to a little over 
$280 billion in 1957 and $267 billion in 1956. 
Durable goods expenditures were expected to 
drop by more than $2 billion, but increased 
spending for services would more than offset 
that anticipated decline. 
It is difficult to understand all the professed 
concern about consumer spending when 
the 
record shows that except for autos and a few 
other durables the consumers have never let up 
on their spending.

Old Fashioned Banking 


It used to he. when towas were small and neigh­ 
borhood banks existed, that the hanker was a well­ 
known citizen whom everybody respected as an e x tra­ 
ordinarily wise person. He knew the character of every 
person in his com m unity and its environs. He marie 
his loans more on the basis of ch aracter than on 
collateral. 
As banks grew l a r g e r a n d b r a n c h 
banking 
developed, these characteristics of the hanker dis­ 
appeared to a large degree. A branch m an ag e r who 
is promoted from here to there rarely knows his cus- 
i mer* at all and certainly the “ Big Boys" downtown 
only know other “ Big Boys" who are downtown. 


I was reading a pamphlet issued bv the “ Small 
Business Service D epartm ent” of The Citizens & 
Southern Ranks in Georgia. This hank apparently 
h is revived old hanking principles hut applies them 
modernly. It recognizes that a hank does not exist 
only lo accept deposits and to lend money but also 
to provide advice as 
m anagem ent problems, 
record keeping, plant and office locations, and in 
m any other ways not usual in big riiy hanks. 


The idea behind it is that the sm all businessm an 
cannot afford to hire experts required to perform 
m any of the tasks which the larger businessm an can, 
but which all modern enterprise requires. 
Therefore 
the hank provides the counsel and the expert service 
needed, the theory being that as business grows, the 
hank has an increasing number of prosperous cus­ 
tom ers and therefore m akes money. 
It is really a 
system of m utual aid. 


F rom the standpoint of the general welfare of the 
United States, w hatever is done to benefit the sm all 
businessm an is likely to be beneficial to the country, 
because if we are to rem ain a capitalistic republic, 
it is essential to avoid cartelization and monopoly. The 
cartel is becoming norm al in many European coun­ 
tries, particularly in G reat Britain and its economic 
dependencies. The cartel is becoming usual in Canada. 
The cartel is a legal method of price-fixing, quality- 
fixing, quantity limitations, quotas to custom ers, and 
other devices which restrict the m arket, lessen com ­ 
petition and protect those already in an industry from 
being disturbed by newcomers. 


W herever the cartel exists, the sm all businessm an 
is at the m ercy of those who belong to the cartel. In 
a m anner, we are developing the cartel idea, although 
not altogether, in the concept of the P rim a ry Con­ 
tractor for governm ent contracts. The P rim a ry Con­ 
tractor is generally a large firm with enorm ous credit, 
usually through interlocking directorates, which gets 
a contract to do an im portant job for the governm ent, 
particularly in relation to the national defense. The 
P rim a ry Contractor sublets parts of its contract to a 
num ber of small firms, some of which can take no 
other work and therefore are wholly dependent upon 
the P rim ary Contractor. Thus, the term s of all sub­ 
contracts are favorable to the P rim a ry Contractor 
which also has the public relations value of being able 
to advertise that it is pro bono publico by dividing its 
contracts with so m any others. 


This m ay he the most efficient way of doing 
these jobs, It rertainly saves the time mid energies 
of generals and adm irals w ho do not need to speak 
to small businessmen any more than is absolutely 
necessary for inspection services. 
On the other 
hind, it really forces many of tho sm all firms, 
while giving the appearance of independence, lo be. 
in reality, divisions of the larger firms which get 
the contracts in the first place and control the 
finances, particularly as the Government of the 
^ 
United States has become a slow payer. 


Thus more and m ore instruments of production in 
the United States are coming under centralized control 
of increasingly small concentrated financial groups. 
As the Government of the United States becom es the 
principal or the sole custom er of a firm. the elem ent 
of competition disappears because by no genius of 
operations can a sm all firm compete with the larger 
firms in a particular industry once the P rim a ry Con­ 
tracts have been let. 


Although 
there 
has 
been 
considerable 
outcry 
against 
these procedures which 
are stifling sm all 
business, no one has yet offered a workable solution 
for this problem in view of the enormous share of the 
national economy that goes into defense contracts. Yet 
a way must he found if the capitalistic system is to 
prevail; otherwise the socialization of industry through 
the military is likely to occur in the not too distant 
future.
